Of course, we will ac-
cept payment of these bills prior
to that date, but the extension
of time has been granted by
Congress to everyone and no in-
terest will be charged unless
payment is made after Jan. 15.

Industrial Postwar Plans Must be
Bold and Definite, Says Chamber

this .may involve public partici-

Planned by California to
bridge the period between total
war and total peace should be
bold and definjte, but always
realistic, Harrison S. Robinson,
president.of the California State
Chamber of Commerce, told the
Senate Special Committee to In-
vestigate Centralization of Heavy
Industries which recently opered

its  California hearings in San
Francisco.
Robinson enumerated four

post-war steps which, if taken
by individuals or corporations
would’be most- likely to produce
real and lasting employment in
California in the post-wdr peri-
od. They were:

First: Restore businesses im-
paired or destroyed by war con-
ditions, “which ' had already
proved their value and validity.

Second: Enlarge those going
concerns which have a good
chance to succeed with an ex-
panded operation,

Third: Start new ventures
which realistic examination show
likely to succeed.

Fourth: Through consultation
of interested parties and by co-
operative action where that is
necessary, greatly alter and ex-
pand certain broad general types
of erterprise. In somé projects

date on which more than 50,000
Southern California farmers and
ranchers were supposed to file
their original declarations of es-
timated federal income tax for
1944, Farmers' declarations were
due on Dec. 15 and now need
not be filed until Jan. 15, 1945.

“A  similar extension was
granted commercial taxpayers
who find it necessary to revise
or amend their original esti-
mates which. were filed " last!
April. Revised declarations of
estimated tax may now be filed
as late as Jan. 15 without in-
curring penalties,” Westover de-
clared, :

“Of particular interest te both
farmers and commercial taxpay-
ers is the fact that under cer-
tain circumstances they need
not even bother with filing dec-
larations by Jan. 15. Any farmer
who will be in a position to file
his final 1944 return on_the
standard income tax Form 1040
by Jan. 15 need not file an esti-
mate. If he is not able to file
his final return until after Jan.
15, his original estimate must
be filed before that date.

“Taxpayers intending to re-
vise their original estimates
need not do so if they will be
able to file their final standard
income tax forms by Jan. 15. If
they do not file final returns by
Jan, 15, revised estimates must
be filed by that date.

“The deadline for filing final
returns,” Westover concluded,
“is Mar. 15, the same as'it al-
ways has been."

Watch OQut for
Stolen Checks,
Says U.S.S.S.

Check thieves and check forg-
ers will do their Christmas shop-
ping with ' stélen and forged
chécks if merchants and house-
wives - aren't particularly care-
ful, according to Frank J. Wil
son, chief of the U. S, Secret
Service, Treasuny Department.
“The government mails out near-
1y one million' checks every day,”
says Chief Wilson, “and about
eight million go each month to
dependents of men in the armed
forces. Check thieves steal as
many as they can from hall and
porch mail boxes. Then they
forge the endorsements. and vic-
timize retailers who are so anx-
ious to make sales that they
fail to consider the losses they
may suffer through careless-
ness.”

The Secret Service offers some

simple precautions to help fight ||

the forgery racket. If you re-
ceive checks by mail, be at home
or have a member of your fam-
ily at home to receive the checks
when they-are due. Then they
can't be stolen from your mail
box.

If you are a retailer or cash-
ier, don't cash checks for stran-
gers without proper identifica-
tion. Know your endorsers! Be-
fore cashing any check, ask
yourself this question: “If this
check is ;olurncd as a forgery,
can I locate the forger and re-
cover my loss?" .

“Christmas is not a holiday
for the check forger,” Chief Wil-
son said, “He's on the job every
minute, always looking for mer-
chants he can fool. The only
way to beat him is to beat him
to the punch. Know your en-
dorsers—require identification!"

consumer demand we should not
depend on them for post-war
jobs. As a factor in national
defense the federal government
will be justified during peace-
times in keeping some of them
in being, even at a substantial
cost to the government, but'this
kind of activity will not be a
great job producer and we
should not deceive ourselves by
thinking otherwise.

“In due time, in the whole
subject of post-war jobs in Cali-
fornia as ,elsewhere * ther® will
have to be thrashed out issues
of taxes and loans and perhaps
subsidies.. I think that right
now it is important to call all
those things by their names, to
get those names out before all
of us, and to know that we are
going to have to deal with the
intricate and difficult things
which they represent and deal
with them wisely and well if
there are to be enduring jobs
after the war is over.”
